H. Bruce Franklin Convocation 


Academic Freedom : From Melville to Mao 


H. Bruce Franklin , the radical 
Stanford professor whose 
dismissal stirred a storm of 
debate about the limits of 
academic freedom, will address a 
convocation on that topic 
tomorrow at 11:45 in the Men’s 
Gym. 

All classes will be dismissed 
from 11:45 to 1 p.m. for the 
convocation. 

The case for Franklin's 
academic freedom is currenth 
being argued by the America: 





Civil Liberties Union, which has 
filed suit to force his 
reinstatement at Stanford.

blanket sponsorship was an 
impossibility. “The people of 
California will not allow this.” 
Reddick explained that his 
decision to withhold signature 
was based on the lack of faculty 
supervision for the individual 
classes in the program, and not 
because of a concerted effort by 
President Bond and himself to 
destroy Alternative Education 


He assumed that those courses 
were in the unaccredited portion 
of Alternative Education, “an 
assumption consistent with the 
agreement which established 
A.E. in the spring of 1970.” 

Administration does not 
dispute the number of courses 
offered by the program. Clinton 
explained that it is merely “a

A 
relative whom she had not seen 
for a long time came over for a 
visit. During her stay, she 
withdrew the blind person's 
check book from her purse and 
wrote a check out to her 
boyfriend for ail but $2.00 of 
the $50.00 account. Several days 
jater, the check was cashed in a 
San Francisco Wells Fargo Bank 

Upon receiving her monthly 
statement and discovering the 
forgery, the blind student went 
directly to her bank which was 
“Wells Fargo Bank for Students” 
located on the corner of 
University and Howe Avenue 

The bank representative whom 
we shall call Mr. X assisted her 
with the proper procedures such 
as closing her account 
temporarily so that no other 
forged checks would be honored

Many blind persons have a 
difficult time writing their name 
on checks and keeping balance 
of their account. As a result, 
they often times will have a few 
close friends sign their name and 
keep balance of their account. In 
this case, the student signed her 
own name but let her close 
friends help with her 
account balance because this 
bank refused to let others sign 
her name on her checks. 

Mr. X went on to say that this 
blind student's signature is too 
easy to duplicate and it was a 
mistake that she ever had a 
checking account in their bank. 
Mr. X further stated that she 
could not re-open her checking 
account with them. In rebuttal, 
it was pointed out to Mr. X that 


absolutely no attempt had been 
made in this incident to forge 
the victim's name. 

Sorry, Mr. X added there is just 
too big of a risk involved in her 
signature being forged and 
advised that she could not 
re-open her account. 

This “conveniently located” 
bank has, in my opinion, 
discriminated against this 
student and as a result, sh 
continues to be the victim. 

The purpose of this letter of 
protest is to share this 
information with other students 
in hope that if they are 
customers of this bank, they will 
take their business elsewhere 
And to warn would-be 
customers of the quality of 
service this ‘“‘conveniently 
located” bank offers them.

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Career Journalists Need 


Dedication 
To Underpriv ileged

Today’s black students 
preparing for a career in 
journalism must be ‘dedicated 
to help underpriviledged 
people,” John H. Sengstacke, 
publisher of the Chicago Daily 
Defender, told a class of 
journalism students recently at a 
CSUS journalism department 
telecture 

Sengstacke said the media is an 
area where students can be 
expected to perform “hard work 
and must combine this with a 
little bit of luck, in order to 
succeed > 


Too many students enter the 
media expecting a lucrative 
salary. And they are not 
prepared for the extra training it 
takes to be successful in the 
journalism field, Sengstacke said 
He said there is no substitute for 
the practical aspects of 
journalism. Too many students 
graduate with the knowledge of 
journalism’s theories and must 
be prepared for more practical 
application, he said 


Sengstacke, who publishes 11 
newspapers throughout the east 
and southwest, said 80% of his 
news deals with the black 
communities. His newspapers, he 


said, do not attempt to compete 
with the white media for news 


There’s a tremendous amount of 
news about the black 
communities which the white 
medias do not cover. It is this 
news which Sengstacke’s papers 
cover fully. 


In explaining the success of the 
Chicago Daily Defender, 
Sengstacke said the newspapers 
established many firsts among 
the black press. It was the first 
black newspaper to establish a 
children’s page, health column, 
weekly with photos, 100,000 
circulation, and publish both 
national and local news. It was 
also the first black newspaper to 
offer the full page color comics, 
a staff cartoonist, as well as print 
a 48 page weekender 


It takes a newspaper 
publication like his, Sengstacke 
said, to fill black needs. The full 
spectrum of the black’s society 
is covered, he said. 


During the telelecture, 
publisher Sengstacke was asked 
about his recent trip to China 
He revealed that there was no 
dope problems in China. Nor are 
there high incidences of crime, 
unemployment or disease 
compared to the United States 
He said the Chinese people 
seemed to have a dedication of 
Purpose. Sengstacke said he 
witnessed the use of the 
controversial medical practice 
involving acupuncture, and he 
also met with Premier Chou En 
Lai 


In the recent presidential 
elections, the Chicago Daily 
Defender did not back either 


candidate, Sengstacke said. Even 
though the majority of blacks 
voted for defeated candidate 
George McGovern, he said the 
blacks were split on the election 
Prior to this election, however,
